The  Verdelli  lenon  crop,  which  is  usually  shinned  about  hay  1  ?f 
each  year,  is  said  to  be  about  30  per  cent  lower  than  that  of  last  year- 
The  Quality  of  the  fruit  is  nov.r  very  good,  large  fruit  predominating, 
due  to  the  heavy  rains  of  the  past  few  months.     Rumors  of  "rost  during 
the  -past  few  reeks  have  been  somewhat  current,  but  they  are  not  verified 
by  statements  of  the  leading  producers  and  exporters  of  the  district.
